Ifthere are,we ace ignorant of it. Our 
theory we giveto the public for what it is 
worth, aed, afier many years of observation, 
we have discovered nothing to indece us_to 
change it. In the summer our climate is dry,— 
althoagh on the west coast of Washington 
Territory, and Vancouver Island, and from the 
north of this Island to Alaska, itis wet. In 
winter, the weath+e is mild, and never within 
a period of twelce years bas the thermometer 
been lower than Give degrees below zero. We 
account for dry summers from the fact that 
Victoria is shut in by three ranges of moun- 
tains: the mountain range forms the hack 

bone of Vancouver Island on the West, stops 
the rain-bearing cleads formed, from the 
sweep of the Pacifiz Ocean, and precipitates 
their contents on the West Voast, and leave 
our sky dry and blue in the summer. The 
Giympisn range that. firms the southern side 
ofthe Straits of Fuca. ia like mage@er atops the 
moisture of the Pacific Qcean from reaching 
us from the south. On the eastern side, the 
Rocky Mountains first check ‘the clouds that 
@ ut from the Atlantic across the continent; 
and lastly the Cascvde Mountains that rio 
peralell to them are a0 additigaal earth-work 
© prevent rain-clouds rexching us We are 
con<equeatly and we may say lit«rally walled 
in by three ranges of mvuuntains, that pro- 
fect as im simmer from wind aai rain, and 
én winter, from the snows ud fiosts ofa higher 
alistede. The Straits of Faca and the Gulf 
of Georvia contribare their full share to 
taederate the temperature in winter, whilst 
the snow-capped ranges that surround @s 
cool the atmosphere insummer. Such is our 
theory of the climate of Victoria—a climate 
that is amequalled—certain'y not surpassed in 
the world, beyond doubt the best mungrowiag 
climate on the Pacific Coast, whether north 
or south of the equator, where health is the 
rule, and sickness the exception.

He lives in Buffalo, and what iz most 
wonderful, and the hardest to understand, iz 
sed tew be rich. Wealthy humorists are 
scarce tew be had; they generally iuvest all
